sin. Ele'azer Williams, a missionary 
minister of the Episcopal church, set 
forth bis claim that he4 was the lost 
Dauphin. 


Eleazer Williams. 


Eleazer Williams bad always been 


supposed to be a Mohawk Indian of 
mixed parentage. 
His birth place 


he had given as Sault St. Uouls, near 
Montreal. 
Hero he had grown up 


to the age of thirteen years when he 
was sent to Massachusetts to school. 
He had returne:! to bis people and 
In Onelda county. New York as a 
missionary. 
He was an ambitious 


man and his wonderful power over 
the Indians gave him prestige with 
both the whites and the Indians. Lat- 
er he came west and with the Bro- 
ther town and Oneldas settled 
on 


what Is now the Onelda reservation 
near Green Hay. WIs. 


His Later Life. 


Williams seems to have lost his 


influence with the Indians and have 
been discredited by them.

him drifting about the country until 
ISiiS when he captured the public's 
attention by his unique declaration 
that he was the Lost Dauphin 
or 


Trance. 
He found backers In New- 


York and learned men took up his 


During the next ten years he saw him 
•.-onstantly and knew the man as he 
was. not as he afterwards pretunde*! 
to be. 
His testimony Is of 
great 


weight. 
General Ellis relates of the 


smallest of the man, of Ills petty 
stealing of his arrogance and his laz- 
iness as to work and 
his high liv-

among the Indians over bis methods 
and lazy ways.

bis iioople and took more an:l more 
to the ways of the white man. 
We 


find him in Washington and New 
York nnd we find there a prominent 
New York historian taking up' his 
weird story that he was heir to the 
crswn of France. 


Lazarre the Bay. 


Investigation of the claims by riv- 


al historians and magazines lirlns 
forth the true story of the Williams. 
Horn In St. Louis, ho wns the fourth 
child of Thomas and Mary Ann Te- 
borakwanekln of Williams In Eng- 
lish.

equipment. 


Boots and Shoes Firm.

and shoes are insisting on full prices, 
and some grades that were slow to re- 
spond are now sharing the improve- 
ment.
